TUESDAY, DECEMBER 12. 


A report from the committee or claims, on the petiti- 
on of Mr. Gros, again{ft the petitioner, was read and 
ordered to lie on the table. 

The houfe refolved itfelf into a committee of the 
whole, on the bill to poftpone, fer a limited timg, the 
commencement of the duties impofed by the ftamp ad. 

Mr, J. Williams, expreffed himfelf, as being againft 
collecting duties by ftamps, fince it had become necef- 
fary to have recourfe to a land tax ; he had agreed to 
the ftamp act, under a hope, that it, combined with 
the other means of revenue, would have been fufficient 
to meet all the purpofes of the government, but as it was 
now taken for granted that they muft refort to a direct 
tax ; he fhould be for fufpending th bill to a ftill longer 
day, in order to have fufficient time to make the expe- 
riment, whether a dire& tax; would not cover all! the 
objects, of revenue for which the ftlamp duties had been 
impofed. 

The committee agreed to the firft claufe of the bill, 
which dire@s the commencement of the {tamp aé&, to be 
op the firft of July next, and rejeéted the fecond, di- 
recting the continuance of the flamp act, asa thing 
wholly unneceflary. | 

The committee rofe and reported the bi‘) as amend- 
ed, which being agreed to in the houfe, the bill was or- 
dered to be engroffed for a third reading. 

The houfe then went into a committee of the whole, 
on the following report— 


The Committee of Claims, whowere ¢ Inftructed to enquire into, 
and report on the expediency or inexpediency of defignacing 
certain claims againft the United Staces, to be excepted from the 
operation of the atts of limitation,” 


REPORT— 

THAT in obedience to the orders of the 
Houfe, they have made all the enquiries which to, them 
appear neceflary; that they have attentively and deli- 
berately contidered the fubjeé& referred to them, and 
are of an opinion that it would not be expedient to de- 
fignate any fpecies of claims againft the United States, 
which are now affected by the acts of limitation, to be 
excepted from the operation of thofe acts. 

In confidering this fubject, a review of the fituation 
of the United States, as refpected their finances, during 
the period when moft of the demands originated, was 
requifite. It was alfo neceffary to afcertain what mea 
{ures had been ei iy by Congrefs, both under the old 
and under the prefent government, 10 tring all the de- 
mands againi{t the ftates to a liquidation and fettlement. 

It will be recollected that at the commencement of 
the war, the United States were deftitute of money ; 
and during a long period of years afterwards, were o- 
bliged to rely principally on credit, for carrying on all 
their important operations, 

Having, at that time, no fettled rational government, 
a regular fyftem for condudting pub’ic bufinefs, efpecially 
money tranfactions, depending on credit, was not to be 
expected. 


Great numbers of individuals were neceflarily invelft-' 


ed with the powers of binding the public by.their con- 
tra&s, Almolt every officer of the army, whether in 
the commiffary’s department, or otherwife, in different 
{tages of the war, had it in his power to contract debts 
legally or equitably binding upon the United States.— 
We find congrefs, at various times, during the war, en- 
deavouring to make arrangements which fhould prevent 
an undue ufe of the powers velted in individuals, and 
the dangerous confequences to which the government 
was thereby neceflarily expofed. ‘The aéts of the 5th 
of March «779, and of the 23d of Augult 1780, were 
calculated to limit the publtc refponfibility in fuch cafes. 
After the peace, and under the old government, periods 
were prefcribed, within which claims of certain defcrip- 
tions, and finally al] unliquidated claims were to be ex- 
hibited tor fettlement, ot to be forever thereafter barred. 
Itmuft be acknowledged by all, that during thofe 
eriods, every provifion which could rationally have 
ee expefted, was made for the accommodation of 
individuals having claims againtt the public, to ena- 
ble them to obtain proper fettlements of their de- 
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mands. The Journels of Congrefs under the con- 
federation will abundantly juftify this remark. — 

Commiflioners were appointed, with fpecial or 
general powers, to iettle tne claims of individuals in 
ail the departments; and inevery irftance, the pow- 
ers given were plenary and explicit. Suiicient time 
was given for every one to obtain information, and 
purfue his remedy; and ample opportunity was given 
for all to fabftantiate their claims, or, at leaf, to 
prefent abitraéts of them, which would have preven- 
ted their being foreclofed by the acts defigned even- 
tually to operate upon them. The cafes cannot be 
oumerous, in which the want of opportunity to bring 
forward claims, can be juitly pleaded as an excufe 
for the omifhon. . 

By the aé of the 17th of March, 1785, all perfons 
havirg unliquidated claims againit the United States 
were reguired, Within twelve months, to exhibit 
particular abitracts of fuch claims, to fome of the 
commiifioners in the ftate in which they refpedtively 
refided, who were fent and empowered to fettle ac- 
counts againit the United States, under the penalty 
Or condition, that accounts not fo prefented, fhou!d 
be thereafter fettled only at,the Treafury. 

By another aét of congrefs, of the fame year, viz, 
November, 2d. 1785, all perfons having claims for 
fervices perfurmed inthe military department, tothe 
commiffioners of army accounts, on or before the 
firft day of Auguft, then enfuing. By that act it was 
exprefsly refolved, that all the claims urder the def- 
cription above mentioned, which might be exhibited 
afier that period, fhould be forever thereafter pre- 
cluded from adjuftment and allowance. 

And it was provided, by the att of July 23d. 1787 
that all perfons having unliquidete¢ claims againtt 
the Unirted States, pertaining to the late commiflaries, 
quartermatter’s, hofpital, clothiers or marine department 
fhould exhibit particular abitracts thereof to the comp- 
troll. r of the treafury of the United States, within one 
year from the date thereof; and al! accounts not ex- 
hibited as aforefaid, were to be precluded from fettle- 
ment or allowances. 

Thefe regulations were adopted by Congrefs un- 
der the old government. Great care was taken to 
have them extenfively publifhed, fo that every indi- 
vidual, who was interefted, mig it be infortned of 
their exittence and operation. 

Under the prefent conftitution there has not been 
wanting a difpofition to relieve certain individuals 
whofe claims were confidered as peculiarly meritori- 
ous, which had been effeéted by the atts above re- 
cited. 

With this view in 1792, two feveral as of Con- 
gre{s were pafled, fufpending for two years, the op- 
eration of the refolutions of Congrefs, of Nov. 2d. 
1785, ard July 27th. 1787, fo faras they had barred 
or might be conttrued to bar the claims of the widow 
or orphans of any officer of the late army, to the fe- 
ven years half pay, of fuch officer ; or the claims of 
iny officer, foldier, artificer, failor, and marine, of 
the army of the United States, for perfonal fervices 
rendered to the United States, in the military or na- 
val departments. 

In confequence of thefe fufpenfions, many claims 
were exhibited, and allowed. again{ft the government. 
There is reafon to apprehend, in fome initances, the 
public were defrauded for want of proper pre-exifting 
checks and evidences of payments being made. This 
fufpenfion continued for the term of two years, which 
was till March 1794. In the mean time, viz on the 
12th of February, 1793, the a& “ relative to claims 
again{t the United States, not barred by any act of li- 
mitation, and which had not been already adjufted,” 
was pafled by Congrefs. after a ferious and attentive 
confideration of the fubject. 

By that law, it was provided, * That all claims up- 
on the United States, for fervices or fupplies, or for 
other caufe, matter or thing. furnifhed or done, pre- 
vious to the 4th day of March, 1789, whether found- 
ed upon certificates, or other written documents from 
public officers, or otherwife, had not already been 
barred by any act of limitation, and which fhould not 
be prefented at the Treafury, before the ift day of 
May, 1794, fhould forever after be barred and preclud- 
ed from fettlement or allowance.” But this was not 
to be conftrued as affeSting Loan-Office certificates, 
certificates of final fettlements, indents of intereft, 
balances entered in the books of the Regiftet of the 
‘Treafury, regiftered certificates, foreign loans, or cer; 
tificates iflued und¢r the a& making provifion for thé 
public debt of the United States.” ; 

One other aét, paffed the 3d day of March, 1795, 
provided, that loan-office certificates, final fettlements, 
and indents of intereft, then outitanding, fhould be pre- 
fented at the office of the auditor of the treafury, on or 
before the firft day of Jan. in the prefent year, 1797, 
or be for ever barred or precluded from fettlement or 
allowance, i 

The fummary contains a general view of the pi imci- 
pal acts of limitation, by which claims againft the pub- 
lic have been affected. 

From an attentive confideration of them, and of the 
circumftances under which they were enacted, the com- 
mittee are fully imprefled with an opinion, that it 
would not be expedient to fufpend their operation. 

Some remarks extracted from a_ report heretofore 
made to congrefs, are fubjoined by the committee, as 
pertinent to the fubject. 

It was effential to the public adminiftration that the 
extent of juft demands upon government, fhould be, 
within a reafonable period, detinitely afcertained. It 
was effential to public fafety and to right, in relation to 
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the whole community, that all unfettled claims fhould be 
made known within a time when there were-yet means 
of proper inveftigation, and after which the public re- 
fponfibility fhould terminate; and the poflbifity of 
charging the government by collufive and fictious con- 
tracts, fhould be at an end. 

‘ihe juftice as well as policy of atts of limitation, un- 
der fuch circumftances, cannot be doubted. 

The fituation of no country ever prefented a more 
clear neceflity for, or a more competent juftification of 
precautions of that nature. And all the reafons for a- 
dopting them operate to recommend unufual caution in 
departing from them, with the additional force of this 
circumftance, that the fubfequent lapfe of time has in- 
creafed the difficulties of a due examination. 

The accounts of a confiderable number of officers, 
who had it in their power to bind the public by their 
contracts, and who were entrufted with large fums of 
money for fulfilling their engagements, remain anfctel- 
ed ; fome of thofe perfons are dead ; gthers have ab- 
fconded ; the butinefs has been conducted by others, 
with fo little order, as to put it out of their power to 
render a proper ftatement of their tranfattions ; the 
books and papers of others, who had extenfive truits, 
have been deftroyed fo as to preclude the pofhbility of 
fettlement. Hence it muft appear that the government 
would, in a great number of cafes, be deftitute of the 
means of repelling unfounded and even fatisfied claims, 
for want of documents and vouchers, which could on- 
ly kave refulted from a due fettlement with thofe of. 
ficers, and from the poffeflion of their books and pa- 

rs. 

It might be inferred without proof, and it has ap- 
peared in the courfe of bufinefs at the Treafury, that 
it was a practice with certain public officers, on ob- 
taining Ecoplies to give receipts and certificates for 
them, ard when they made payments, either partially 
or totally, to take dittine receipts from the parties, 
‘vithout either endorfing the payments upon the ori- 
ginal vouchers, or requiring a furrender of them. 

Hence it would often happen that parties could 
produce fatisfactory vouchers of their having perform- 
ed fervices, and furnithed fupplies for which, though 
fatistaction may have been made, the evidence of it 
would not be in the poffeflion of the government. 
And hence, from the relaxation of the limitation a¢ts, 
there would be great danger that much more injuf- 
tice would be done to the United States, than juttice 
to individuals. 

The principles of felfdefence therefore require 
and juftify an adherence to thofe acts generally ; and 
there are noc any partieular {pecies of claims, which, 
in the view of the committee, ought to be exempted 
trom their operation. 

Thofe which have been moft frequently referred 
to by fome members ofthe houfe, are fuch claims as 
include the arrearages of pay and other emoluments 
to officers and foldiers of the late army, &c. 

Purfaant to an order of the houfe, at the fir ft feffion 
of the prefent congrefs, a report was made to them 
having fpecial reference to this fubjeé&t. It was con- 
fidered in committee of the whole, agreed to by the 
houfe, on the fifth day of February, 1796. To that 
report and the document accompanying the fame, 
the committee afk leave to refer the houfe, and refpect- 
fully fubmit the whole fubjeét to their confideration. 

Mr. Gallatin moved to fufpend, for a limited time, 
the operation of the act of the 3d March, 1795, which 
provided that Loan-Office Certificates, Final Settle- 
menas, and indents of intereft, fhould be prefented at 
the Office of the Auditor of the Treafury, on or be- 
fore the 1f{t day of January, 1797, or be forever after 
barred or precluded from fettlement or allowance. He 
{tated his reafons for this motion, to be, that thefe 
particulars of the public debt were not of the nature to 
which the fta:utes of limitatious had formerly been con- 
fined. Loan-office certificates, final fettlements, and 
indents of intereft, from their very name, appeared to 
be liquidated claims—they were not unfettled accounts, 
and it was the policy of Congres to limit only unli- 
quidated claims—in every refolution and law paffed on 
the fubject of limitation, both by the late and prefent 
government of the union, this fpecies of debt had been 
always excepted, and it was not until the 3d of March, 
1795, that they had ever been operated upon. The 
manner in which they were barred, was very dif- 
ferent from that ufed in regard to the limitation 
of unliquidated claims, for the act making this re- 
gulation could never be fappofed to touch the fubje& 
—it was entitled, ‘‘ ar aét making further ptovifion 
for the fupport of public debt.” There was nota 
word in this title that would induce a man to. look 
for a limitation claufe, yet this very claufe was hid- 
den in the body of the Jaw, namely, the r4th fec- 
tion. Ir wasa fubjec&t fo diftin&t from the other 
matter of the jaw, that, he was furprized when he 
found it there. All limitation acts ought to be con- 
fined to that particular and diltiné head, in order to 
procure it public attention; he faid that law was not 
fufliciently promulgated, and he himfelf had never 
known that fach a law exifted until he difcovered it 
by accident, whilft he was turning over the books 
in purfuit of another fabject. He declared that he 
did not know an individual poflefied of any part of 
this debt, but he knew from the treafury reports, 
that a confiderable fum was thus cut off from pay- 
ment. He thought juflice required that all liquida- 
ted debts fhou'd be tunded, and had therefore bro’t 
forward the prefent motion. i ea 

He was followed on this fide by feyeral other mem- 
bers, when at length Mr. Allen propofed an amend- 
ment to the motion, makinga difcr:mination in favour 
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of the original holders, and excepting {peculators, who 
would be running through the United States, purchaf- 
ing this property ata depreciated value. 

The tubjeét of difcrimination was for fome time 
advocated and.oppofed ; at length a quettion was ta- 
ken vpon it, and only ten members rofe in its favor, 
fo the amenment was loft. 

Mr, Allen then moved the rifing of the commit- 
tee, which after fome further debate was carried. 

Mr. Harper reported a bill, for allowing the claim 
of Antonia Carmichael, which was read and refer- 
red to a committee of the whole for to-morrow.

Little tranfpires, new, from Europe. There is an 
awful fufpenfe in the prefent conflict between the tyran- 
nical perfecution of mankind, and the abetturs of the 
benevolent principle adopted by the people of Frances 
eftablifhed on the bafis of philofophy, and thus far 
fupported at the expenfe of torrents of blood. ‘There 
can be no doubt, from all that yet appears, that the 
coalition of the defpotic powers ftill fubfifts in all its 
vigour ; and that the compact made‘ among them at 
Pilnitz in 1790, whofe fecret articles were that man 
fhall never govern himfelf by the laws of equality, be- 
nevolence, juftice and equity, but remain eternally fet- 








tered by the fhackles of tyrants, and cconfned —_ 


their iron grip, is at this moment only waiting an op- 
portunity to expand itfelf into vengeance, to fet man- 
kind loofe in arms againft each other; to eftablifh that 
fyftem of inequality in which the tyranny of human 
nature has always delighted; and by glutting its re- 


‘venge on that ray of philanthropy which has been 


thrown on the world, wextirpate all that is generous, 
exalted, amiable, or Bo cvclen among the race of 
man. They, it isfuppofed, are rather miftaken, who 
think that the efforts of royalty are at an end with its 
late difappointment in France. It is ever on the watch 
—it fleéeps not—and upon the firft unguarded hour of 
their republic will thew itfelf in force. 

¢¢ The fons of the fword, the proud tyrants of old, 

‘¢ Will break from their gloomy abodes— 

¢¢ All hell wi:l be rais’d, and all fcoundrels enroll’d, 

‘¢ To be marching to war with the gods.” 

In the hiftory of man we fearcely find an inftance of 
any great nation adopting that political fyftem called 
Republicanifm, or in other words that plan of govern- 
mental policy, which while it preferves order, indultry, 
and fubordination, fecures human right, checks exorbi- 
tant ambitions difcourages immenfe accumulation of 
wealth, promotes a fpirit of peace and concord, diftri- 
butes the beneficence of the God of nature with an €.| 
qual hand, and aéting from the impulfe of a benevolent 
Providence, becomes that fubordinate Deity, which was 
certainly deftined to regulate the concerns of this globe, 
What have hitherto been called republics, have been a 
mere handful of men, who from fituation, er fome very 
peculiar circumftance, have been barely allowed to fub- 
fit as a free people ; and even thefe have been too fre- 
quently cheated with a name! Venice was called a re- 
public—fo was Genoa—fo was Geneva—fo was Hol- 
land : They were in fact, tyrannical ariftocracies, where 
men were ever ready—“‘to fly from petty tyrants to the 
throne.” But with fuch a nation as France, adopting the 
true rational reprefentative fy{tem, the complexion of hu- 
man affairs becomes altered. Man is emboldened to 
look defpotifn in the face—to oppofe it in all its deftruc- 
tive progrefs—and with the ftrength of Hercules to 
crufh this Hydra which has for fo many ages preyed 
upon his, fpecies—tortured him—obfcured his reafon ; 
and made him that flave of prejudice; that ftranger to 
himfelf ; that animal of fuperttition ; that poor tool of 
tyranny that is armed again{t his race ; driven into wars 
—without reafon or purpofe ; rendered miferable and 
a beaft of burthen, through life; made wretched in 
death ; and even taught to reflect on the author of his 
exiftence, and confider Him as the caufe of mifery, 
who can only be benevolence and goodnefs ; and who 
undoubtedly meant this globe for a comparative ftate of 
happinefs, and not the flaughter houfe of his rational 
creation. 

Late Charlefton Papers mention “ the horid defign 
of feveral French negroes to burn that capital, as they 
had four years ago the town of Cape Francois, &c. in 
Hispaniola. Providentially the plot was detected be- 
fore the mifchief took place ; ten or fifteen black per- 
fons were implicated in the difcovery—en being appre- 
hended and examined, before a magiftrate, they all de- 
nied asy knowledge of the affair, except one, who 
made a partial confeffion, and was admitted an eve- 
dence on the part of the ftate. A day or two aftera 
f.ir and impartial tryal came on, when two of the prin- 
cipals were condemned to be hanged—two to be tranf- 
ported ; and the remainder retained urder confinement 
for further examination—The two black men found 
guilty were hanged on the 21/t ult.” :

«< A few days fince, a batteau, with a number of 

perfons on board, was coming down to this place, 
they imprudently ventured out in the river, and in 
attempting to make the fhore above the falls of Of.

impetuous tide—alas it would be painful to dwell on 
the melancholy cataftrophe—the boat went down 
the torrent, and two young ladies (daughters toa 
Mr. Richardfon) a Negro woman and child, fell 
victims toa watery grave. Ye who have hearts of 
fympathy, drop a tear of pity to the memory of the 
two lovely viétims, let the curtain fall on the pillows 
of religious hope, and waft themto the bofom of 
peace.”
